OF $185 000 ROBBERY 


Detective Goes on Trial in 
Connection With Return 
of Stolen Jewels. 


NEW YORK, July 22.—()—Mrs. 
Margaret Hawkesworth Bell took the 
witness stand in federal court today 
to tell how she was robbed of $185,- 
000 in jewels at a hotel in Coral 
Gables, Fla., last winter and to re- 
late her dealings with Noet caffa, 
ourbane private detective for the best 
people in jewel theft cases, who is on 
trial im connection with the recovery 
of her jewelry. 

Mrs. Bell’s gems were taken at pis- 
tol point in her hotel room by two 
men January 20. 

They popped up in March in an au- 
tomobile in front of Miami police 
headquarters after Scaffa was em- 
ployed, and, according to the govern- 
ment, obtained $50,000 from  insur- 
ance company representatives to ne- 
gotiate their return. 

Scaffa, although indicted both for 
conspiracy and violation by the fed- 
eral stolen property act, is on trial 
only under an indictment charging 
perjury in his testimony before the 
federal grand jury here. 

In opening the government’s case, 
Assistant United States Attorney J.

Sights Seen. 


“The Northern Lights have seen 
queer sights,” sung the poet Robert 
W. Service, but the crisis is bringing 
out some curious spectacles too, in 
Paris. You see artists painting on 
the sidewalks these days in Mont- 
parnasse. One fellow asked me what 
subject I wanted on the doorstep of 
the house I live in, for the sum of two 
francs. I asked him what his spe- 
cialty was and he said “Venus,” where- 
upon I ordered two Venuses right off 
the spot, being in an unusually un- 
Scottish mood that day. : 

Today, we had the pleasure of hear- 
ing an organ of Barbary in our street. 
I have never heard one of these in 
Paris before. The last organ of this 
sort I heard was in Holland, where 
a city missionary society had got hold 
of one and was playing the tune: 
“Lord, I Hear of Showers of Bless- 
ing.” 

In my youth an organ of Barbary 
was one of our greatest delights. They 
came along the farms at stated inter- 
vals and entertained old and young. 
All work stopped and the boys and 
girls tripped the light fantastic. After 
a tune, the organ-grinder had to have 
a drink, which sometimes resulted in 
his ineapacity to continue the good 
work. On one such occasion, I ma- 
nipulated the crank and turned the 
whole of that song which starts with 
the words: “Adieu, my dear staff-lieu- 
tenant, adieu!” I was immensely 
proud of myself. 

Even a greater delight to the youth 
were the ambulant musicians from 
Germany. During the war we learned 
that these fellows had been around 
Europe to spy out the lay of the 
land. But we did not know that 
when we were kids. We had a way 
|of stopping the concerts these German 


musicians gave by a simple device 
which made them extremely angry. 
You just took a lemon’ and sucked it 
in their presence. When they saw 
you suck the lemon, they had to swal- 
low and when they swallowed they 
could not blow the poobah or the 
trombone.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. | 


RED-CHASING WASHINGTON, July 22.—The man behind the 

Tydings-McCormick sedition bill is Navy Secretary 
Swanson. He got steamed up recently about the reds circulating prop- 
aganda among his sailors. The stoker who brought him to the boiling 
point was Commander V. L. Kirkman, who is head of a néw red-chasing 
squad in the navy. 

You may have noticed that the army does not appear to be equally 
excited about reds in its branch of the service. War Secretary Dern 
wrote a letter approving the bill, but this was done at the instance of 
Mr. Swanson. 

The real army slant on the move was given privately by Chief of Staff 
MacArthur to congressmen. He is supposéd to have told them he con- 
sidered the bill unnécessary, if not silly. 

It is understood MacArthur, “he best seldier in the army,” has a 
way of handling reds which does not require a law. | 
LAWS If people knew more about the way laws are made, the statute 

books would not be as thick as they are. 

Most laws originate just where the sedition bill did, in the mind of 
a person of influence, who has an idea to meet a specific situation. Such 
people, even congressmen, usually cannot write laws themselves. That 
job is turned over to experts in legal verbiage. 

When the draftsmen get through with it, the congressmen do not 
always know what the law means. In fact, no one knows exactly until 
the supreme court starts interpreting it, and sometimes the members of 
the court itself disagree. 

In this case, the draftsmen did not say simply that anyone who cir- 
culates communist propaganda in the navy should go to jail. They tried 
to write a legal definition of subversive influence. The result may apply 
equally to any sweetheart who writes a letter to a sailor urging him to 
skip out for a dance. Also it may apply to any newspaper editor pub- 
lishing interviews with a War Department critic like Billy Mitchell. 

A fine of $1,000 and two years in jail is provided for anyone thus 
attempting to influence the apparently uncertain minds of the lads be- 
fore the mast. 


PERPLEXITY None of the government publicity men has been 
issuing any statements about the crowd of boatmen 


who came here the other day from a Great Lakes port. The boatmen 
told a strange tale, created a problem. 


For years, about 200 of them have been working for contractors, 


on barges, dredges and heavy machinery, clearing river channels and 
improving harbors. The other day, some of them were called in by a 
contractor who said: 

“Boys, | am sorry, but, on August 1, I've got to lay you all off. I’ve 
got a government dredging contract and I have to take my workers from 
the relief rolls, so I can’t use you fellows any more.” 

The bargemen took up a collection to send the delegation to Wash- 
ington to ask what sense there was in a relief law which deprives them 
of their jobs. As this was written, Relief Boss Hopkins was still trying 
to find the answer. 


MELLOWING Never again can they call Uncle Dan, the commerce

It was such an important occasion that Mr. Roper’s announcement

The real explanation appeared to be that the Commerce Department 
desires to offset the established impression that it is a spoils center.

WATER TREATMENT Although the Black lobby investigation 
committee is meeting in air-cooled offices,

There were in the public school sys- 
tem of Georgia, including elementary 
and high schools, during the school 
year 1933-34, 273,336 negro children. 
During the same period, there were 
491,529 white children enrolled in the 
public-school system of the state. This 
number of children was divided as 
follows, between the two groups: 
Whites, 396,197 in elementary schools 
and 95,332 in the high school depart- 
ment of the public school system. Ne- 
groes, 260,743 in elementary schools 
and.only 12,593 in the high school 
department. 

While the negro represented 39.7 
per cent of the total enrollment in the 
elementary school population, he drop- 
ped to 12 per cent in the high school 
student population. The whites in- 
creased from 60.3 per cent in the ele- 
mentary division to 88 per cent in the 
high school. 

A large majority of negroes were 
housed in one-teacher schools. There 
were 2,536 one-teacher schools hous-

white children. The whites had 706 
two-teacher schools, which was a larg- 
er number of two-teacher schools than 
they had one-teacher schools.

Progressively, the number of schools 


‘with more than two teachers descend- 


ed among negroes and_. increased 
among whites. 
Consolidated Schools. 

In 1933-34, there were 784 consoli- 
dated schools among the white popu- 
lation as against 18 among negroes. 
There was spent in the transportation 
of children to these consolidated 
schools by the state or other political 
subdivisions, during 1933-34, $1,270,- 
859.83 for whites and $7,189.20 for 
negroes. 

The teachers, white and _ colored, 
were divided as to certified qualifi- 
cations, as follows: There were hold- 
ing professional college certificates 
among whites, 2,545; among negroes, 
194; holding professional normal cer- 
tificates, 5.585 whites, 443 negroes; 
holding professional elementary cer- 
tificates, 1,336 white, 792 negroes; 
holding provisional college certificates, 
1,424 whites, 210 negroes; holding 
provisional normal certificates, 1,051 
whites, 170 negroes; holding provi- 
sional elementary certificates, 2,533 
whites, 981 negroes. ‘This makes a 
total of 13,548 whites holding some 
kind of certificate and 2,920 negroes 
holding certificates. 

‘The total number of white teachers 
in the state of Georgia is 14,378; to- 
tal number of negroes, 5,705; which 
means that there are only 830 white 


teachers teaching in the state without 
any kind of state certificate; whereas, | 


there are 2,785 negro teachers teaci- 
ing without any type of state certifi- 
cate. This latter group has some 
kind of county license. It will, there- 
fore, be seen that approximately 48 
per cent of negro teachers are teach- 
ing without being certificated by the 
state as result of measuring up to 
standards set by the state as a tn 
for certification. 
Average Salaries. 

The average salaries paid white 
male teachers in the state, 1933-34,

Eleven Years Since Last Escape 
From Federal Penitentiary Here 


Chance of Prison Break 


Prisoners of Uncle Sam Assigned to “Atlanta” Find 


Practically Non-Existent. 


Man Walked Out in Women’s Clothes. 


Criminals convicted in federal courts 
have little hope of escaping if they 
are sentenced to serve their terms in 
the penitentiary in Atlanta. 

Their chances of “going over the 
walls” or of getting out otherwise 
before their terms are completed are 


slim; in fact, almost nonexistent. 

No prisoner has escaped from the 
Atlanta institution, an official con- 
nected with the penitentiary said yes- 
terday, for. 11 years. And there are 
more than 2,600 inmates. 

The last escape, the official said, 
occurred on Mother’s Day in 1924, 
when one Luis de Shelley donned wom- 
an’s clothing and marched. through 
the gates with a group of 50 women 
who had been conducting church serv- 
ices in the penitentiary. 

Recaptured. 

This man, said the officer, was re- 
captured about a month ago, convict- 
ed and given six years on a counter: 
feiting charge and sent to Alcatraz 
prison in San Francisco bay to serve 
old and new sentences, 

Prior to De Shelley’s departure, the 
last escape had been that of the no- 
torious Gerald Chapman and “Dutch” 
Anderson in 1922. 

Both men had been convicted of a 
sensational $2,000,000 mail truck hold- 
up in New York. They escaped by 
throwing a switch in the prison light- 
ing system, or having a confederate 
do it, and climbing over the walls on 
a rope ladder. 

Chapman, after another capture and 
escape in Athens, Ga., finally was 
caught in Connecticut and hanged for 
slaying a New Haven policeman. An- 
derson was killed by a Wisconsin con- 
stable after the officer had been mor- 
tally wounded by Anderson’s gun, 

Some Walk Away. 

Occasionally, some of the federal 
prisoners kept on the honor farm near 
Atlanta walk out, but not many of 
them. Two left th® unguarded farm 
last year and one of them returned, 
said the official. 

The improved escape record at the 
Atlanta penitentiary is attributed to

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Proud Parents ‘Cheat’ Uncle Sam | 


In Mailing Birth Announcements 


One-Cent Postage Usually Placed on Printed Cards After 
Mother Writes Name, Age and Weight, Says Post- 
master, Who Warns Three-Cent Stamp Necessary 


Proud parents of new-born babes 
are among the worst offenders when 
it comes to attempting te cheat good 
old Uncle Sam out of part of his pos- 
tal revenues, but they do it all un- 
knowingly, it was revealed yester- 
day by Postmaster Lon Livingston. 

The postmaster admitted that he 
bad no intention of turning the mul- 
titude of offending cases over. to the 
United States postal inspectors here, 
but said emphatically that special care 
was being exercised to make sure that 
Uncle Sam didn’t lose any money. 


It seems that nearly every time 4 


baby’s borh, its mother mails a notice, 
festooned with storks, to all her 
friends. The notice tells how cute the 
new arrival is, brags about how much 
he weighs and reveals the exact time 
he was born. Barring parental argu- 
ments, the card also announces the lit- 
tle sweetheart’s name. 
1-Cent Stamps. 

The fond mother fixes up all the 
notices in the envelopes and hands 
them over to father, who seals them 
and then places l-cent stamps upon 
them. After that, they're taken to 
the postoffice. 


This procedure is wrong in one, if 


not more instances, Postmaster Liv- 
ingston said. It’s all right to ‘write 
6n the cards and also to seal them, 
but if either or both of those things 
are done, the envelope must bear a 
s-cént stamp. 


“If the parents would merely in- 
sert a card in an envelope bearing 
a printed announcement that a baby 
bas been born and then not seal. it. 
the l-cent stamp would be dil right,” 
the postmaster explained. 

“However, no mother would think 
of sending out a birth announcement 
without writing down the. weight of 
the baby and a few other things of 
intérest. And whenever there’s any 
|writing on a card of that type, it 
|takes the full 3-cent postage.” 


Easily Detected. 


C. B. Ejilenberger, third assistant 
postmaster-general in Washington, re- 
cently sent out a — to all post- 
masters to make cert@in that birth 
announcements bear full postage. He 
pointed out that almost invariably 
they are in very small envelopes and 
are thus easily detected. 

In Washington, it was estimated 
that Uncle Sam loses more than $40U,- 
000 annually as a result of l-cent 


stamps being placed on the announce- 
ments. 

Postmaster Livingston said losses 
in the Atlanta postoffice from that 
source were light, due to the fact that 
postal employes are on the watch for 
the little envelopes and that when 
one comes through with a cent stamp 
on it, the additional postage is col- 
lected from the person to whom the 
announcement is addressed. . 

Wedding invitations, holiday cards 
and birthday cards must bear 3-cent 
stamps when anything is written upon 
them or when they are in sealed en- 
velopes, Mr. Livingston stated.

CHICAGO, July 22.—(4)—Brought 
face to face with likelihood of wheat 
imports into the United States from 
Canada, the Chicago wheat market 
today receded from material new up- 


turns. 
A maximum rise of approximately 


2 cents a bushel for wheat was wit- 
nessed owing in the main to reports 
of augmented crop damage by black 
rust northwest, more than 50 per cent 
lose in many fields. On the price 
bulges, however, speculative demand 
dwindled fast, and holders made haste 
to realize profits, especially as evi- 
dence accumulated that liberal sup- 
plies of domestic soft winter wheat 
were available for shipment to Chi- 
cago. : 

Wheat closed irregular, 1-2 lower 
to 5-8 higher than Saturday’s finish, 
September 85 3-8 to 1-2, corn 1-8 to 
1 1-2 down, September 74 7-8 to 75, 
oats unchanged to 1-8 higher, and 
provisions varying from 2 cents de- 
cline to a rise of 15 cents. 

In addition to the fact that Chi- 
cago wheat prices appeared to be ap- 
proaching a basis at which imports of 
Canadian wheat into the United 
States would be profitable, much no- 
tice was taken of statements that in 
domestic spring wheat sections where 
50 per cent damage is reported the 
crop has been promising to yield 30 
bushels or more to an acre. It was 
pointed out tHat under such circum- 
stances a loss of 50 per cent would 
still leave more than average pro- 
duction. Increased marketings of do- 
mestic hard winter wheat southwest 
tended further to curb speculative 
buying. 

Particular emphasis on the part of 
bearish traders was put on announce- 
ment Kansas City had received 841 
carloads of wheat today. This con- 
trasted with only 321 cars a week 
ago and 445 the corresponding day 
last year. On the other hand, Argen- 
tine and Australian offerings were 
reported tightening up. 

Corn and oats prices were draggy, 
the corn crop being reported as mak- 
ing up for lost time. 

Provisions averaged higher, respon- 
sive to record top hog values.

DECREASE [5 FORECAST 
FOR HOG CROP IN YEAR 


Estimate Places Number To 
Be Slaughtered. Smallest 
in Past 25 Years. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—(P)— 
The Department of Agriculture said 
today that inspected hog slaughter for 
the current marketing year will be the 
smallest in 25 years and that present 
indications are that slaughter in the 
1935-36 marketing year will be even 
smaller. 

Slaughter for the three months, 
July to September, 1935, will be the 
smallest for the period in more than 
30 years, it added. 

In the summer hog outlook report, 
the department estimated the 1935 
spring pig crop at 30,402,000 head for 
the United States. This was said 
to a decrease of 7,405,000 head 
or 19.6 per cent from the spring pig 
crop of 1934 and a decrease of 20,- 
814,000 head or 20 per cent from 
a spring crops of 1932 and 

933. 

The number of sows to farrow in 
the fall season of 1935 was estimated 
at 3,175,000 head, an increase of 19.5 
per cent over the number farrowed 
in the fall of 1934, but 34 per cent 
below the average of 1932 and 1933. 

The total number of litters, spring 
and fall, to be farrowed in 1935 was 
estimated at about 8,196,000, a reduc- 
tion of more than 10 per cent of the 
1934 total and 41 per cent from the 
average of 1932 and 1933. 

An upward trend in hog produc- 
tion is expected to start this fall, the 
department said, but added it will not 
cause an increase in slaughter sup- 
plies until the late spring of 1936. 

The department said the trend of 
hog prices has been sharply upward 
since late 1934, and the average price 
paid for hogs slaughtered this mar-

Market Outlook

NEY YORK, July 22—(UP)— 

Buoyed by a new 1935 high in United 
States Steel common and a sharp rise 
in first-half earnings by Chrysler Cor- 
poration, Wall Street was decidedly 
bullish tonight. 

The new high of 40 3-4 in steel 
came in late trading, after the price 
had hovered around its previous high 
of 40 1-8, made on January 8. 

The Chrysler report announced 
earnings and a 25-cent extra dividend 
was not made public until after the 
close of the market. Traders, how- 
ever, discounted the anticipated bet- 
ter ma and bid the stock up to 
a new high ground at 56 7-8 short- 
ly before the close. 

Strength in steel issues was gen- 
erated by American Iron & Steel In- 
stitute report, which placed steel pro- 
duction at 42.2 per cent of capacity, 
up 5.8 per cent from the preced- 
ing week. United States Steel broke 
through the resistance level which 
had chrystalized around the January 
8 high, while other steel shares also 
climbed to new tops. 

“The Street” talked of the steel 
production report in optimistic fash- 
ion, and the action in other indus- 
trial shares indicated a more confi- 
dent market outlook. 

Chrysler's excellent showing was 
expected as earlier estimates had 
Plaeed the first half figures at around 
the $4.81 announced. The corpora- 
tion’s net profits for the first-half 
showed a tremendous increase, total- 
ing $18,659,309, compared with $8,- 
192,084 in the corresponding period 
of 1934. 

Despite professtonal bullishness to- 
night, there also persisted a tendency 
to proceed cautiously. Indications 
were that a sharp break in the market 
could hardly follow until a more ac- 
tive trading session had been wit- 
nessed. This might produce an over- 
bought condition and a substantial de- 
cline. 

It is difficult at present to see an 
immediate change in the market 
trend. Ability to absorb a technical 
reaction has already been demon- 
strated, and continued favorable cor- 
poration earnings, plus improved trade 
news, should stimulate an extension 
of the present upward move. 

Traders are interested in the pres- 
ent leadership. Today's most active 
issues included one building equip- 
ment, two motors, and two steel shares 
among the first six. These types of

_ Judge Watkins, who has been mak- 
ing a survey of juvenile court homes 
and systems in several cities, made 
his decision after inspecting the court 
building which is presided over by 
Judge Camille Kelley, first woman 
juvenile court judge in the south. 
“The old detentién home in At- 
'lanta,” Judge Watkins said, “is in- 
Serene and a disgrace to the city.
